ESTATE IS NEAR $20,000,000

The official appraisal of the estate of 
Joseph Pulitzer, who died on Oct. 29, 
1911, will fix a total value of Mr. 
Pulitzer’s estate between $18,000,000 
and $20,000,000. 
This is $10,000,000 
less than the figures announced at the 
time his will was made public. 
Mr. Pulitzer’s newspaper property, 
the New York World, the Evening 
World and the St. Louis Tost-Dispatch, 
represent somewhat less than one-third 
of the total in the figures. The official 
appraisal has not yet been able to fix 
the value of the properties aud is u n it­ 
ing for further expert evidence before 
fixing a final figure. 
Some difficulty 
has been experienced In getting new s­ 
paper owners aud managers to qualify 
as experts in this valuation. 
Melville IS. Stone, general manager 
of the Associated Press, has been the 
principal witness on the question of 
determining a just method of estim at­ 
ing the good will of a newspaper. 
Ile j 
is understood to have testified t h a t ; 
average earnings over a period of 
years, 
capitalized 
at 
lo 
per 
cent, J 
furnish a fair basis for assessing the 
good will of an established newspaper. J 
Mr. Pulitzer held in New York state! 
the stock of the Pulitzer P ublishing' 
company, which owns the Post-Dis- j 
patch, and the value of that paper will j 
figure in the appraisal. Outside of the : 
Pulitzer building in New York and his 
home, he held little New York realty. 
His country places at Bar H arbor and 
Jekyl island are not taxable in New 
York state. 
Listed in the estate for appraisal are 
a great number of stocks and bonds 
held by Mr. Pulitzer for investment 
purposes. 
They aggregate an unex­ 
pectedly large part of his estate. 
One 
of the interesting questions 
which is known to In? a cause for delay 
in filing the appraisal is whether or 
not Mr. Pulitzer's yacht, the Liberty, 
aboard which he died, is taxable in 
New Y’ork state as a part of bis estate. 
Attorneys for tile estate have contend­ 
ed that the yacht is “tangible property 
outside tile state,” and hence not tax ­ 
able. 
Other questions delaying the comple­ 
tion of the appraisal are whether or 
not the bequest of $75,000 for a statue 
and memorial to Thomas Jefferson 
and $50,000 for a fountain in Central 
park are taxable. The official apprais­ 
er is reported to be inclined to allow 
these items to be untaxed because of 
their public nature, although repre­ 
sentatives of the state tax department 
insist that they are not included under 
any head of exemption in tile inherit­ 
ance tax law.

Gave in Detail His Operations as a 
Dynamiter, Culminating in His and 
the McNamaras’ Arrest, His Confes­

McManigal, the self-confessed dyna­ 
miter, told a dramatic story on the 
witness 
stand 
in 
the 
dynamiting 
cases, and it was listened to with rapt 
attention by judge, jury", attorneys and 
the largest crowd of spectators that 
has yet visited the courtroom. 
The witness gave in detail his op­ 
erations as a dynamiter, culminating 
in the arrest of himself and the Mc­ 
Namara brothers, McManigal’s confes­ 
sion and the indictment of the men 
now on trial. 
The witness began his story with an 
account of his first use of nitro-glycer- 
tne, which was on the Mt. Vernon, IIL, 
job. 
The explosion was set off with 
clocks and batteries. 
Ile told of sev­ 
eral trips to the addition to the car 
works in Mt. Vernon being put up by 
the 
McClintic-Marshall 
Construction 
com pany. 
He told of planting two in­ 
fernal machines in the yards, one at 
a hoisting engine and the other at a 
locomotive 
crane. 
Doth 
explosions 
were well planned and very effective, 
the crane and the engine both being 
practically destroyed. 
Hockln came 
to him in Chicago later and told him 
he had blown up the wrong job—one 
at Mt. Vernon. Ind.. and not a t Mt. 
Vernon, 111. The witness insisted that 
he had blown up the right “jobs,” as 
he had heard the explosions. 
Hockin, 
according to McManigal, said they had 
heard nothing about any explosion at 
Mt. Vernon. 111., and he refused to pay 
him for that work. 
While witness was in charge follow­ 
ing the Mt. Vernon job, he said J. FL 
McNamara came to his house and told 
him about dynamiting the Utah hotel 
In Salt Lake city, and showed him a 
Salt Lake city newspaper containing 
an account of the explosion. 
“I came near knocking , Brigham 
Young off the statue,” McManigal says 
McNamara told him. 
Tn June. 1910, said McManigal. ho 
received a telegram from Hockin di­ 
recting him to go to Cincinnati. 
Fie 
went, he said, and there met Hockin 
and J. R. McNamara. 
“I've got a job for you fellows at 
Cleveland.” the dynamiter said Hockin 
told them. 
“It is the Dennlson-Har- 
vard viaduct, McClintic & Marshall are 
putting up.” 
McManigal said McNa­ 
m ara told him also he had some work 
for them at Pittsburg and some at De­ 
troit. 
John J. McNamara, witness 
said, asked him to go over to Cleve­ 
land and follow Hocking directions, 
also to go on to Detroit. 
June 19, 1910, said McManigal, he 
and J. It. McNamara left Indianapolis 
for Cleveland, carrying the twelve 
quarts of explosive. 
Arriving there, 
he said, they put up at the Kennard 
hotel, under the names of J. B. Bryce 
and Peter Miller. 
Sunday afternoon 
they went cut to the Dennison-Har- 
vard viaduct, following directions that 
J. B. had given. 
The next forenoon they took their 
nltro-glyeerine from the hotel and bur­ 
ied it not far from the Dennison-Har- 
vard job. 
That afternoon they met 
Flockin in the public square at Cleve­ 
land. according to previous arrange­ 
ments. 
Hockin then told him that 
they were arranging a Fourth of July 
celebration for Detroit. 
After making an attack on the I>en- 
nison-Harvard viaduct on June 22. J. 
B. and McManigal went to Detroit. In 
some way it got noised about that 
“something was about to happen.” and 
the Detroit job was postponed. 
On 
his return to Toledo he said Hockin 
paid him $100 for the Dennison-Har- 
vard job. 
The union official, he said, 
then sent him to Pittsburg and vicin­ 
ity to look up several jobs, meeting 
him there July I. 
McManigal’s testi­ 
mony is being continued today.

TO RETURN TO JAPAN 


Resipalion Rumors Mitcling 


Ambassador Confirmed. 


Washington, Nov. 12.—At the state 
department the resignation of Charles 
Page Bryan. United States am bassa­ 
dor 
to 
Japan, 
is 
announced. 
It 
is said that Mr. Bryan's action is dim 
to injuries received in a carriage acci­ 
dent in Japan which may necessitate 
his undergoing an operation which 
would make it impossible for him to 
return to his post. 
In view* of reports published about 
a month ago of rumors of .Mr. Aryan’s 
resignation and the announced rea­ 
sons for it. the formal announcement 
of his resignation caused much com­ 
ment here. 
Barly in October, when 
Mr. Bryan lef* Tokio for his home in 
Chicago, it was reported t bat lie would 
not re turn *o Irs post. owing to diffi­ 
culties with Mr. Knox w hile the latter 
was in Japan atter.ding the funeral , 
ceremony s of tho late emperor. Noth- ' 
ing could be obtained at the state de­ 
partment to lend the slightest confirm­ 
ation to any of the reports of friction. | 
Another suggested explanation of < 
Mr. Bryan's resignation and perhaps , 
a more reasonable one, is that with t 
the prospect of a siege of illness in a 
hospital ah«*ad of him and a Demo­ 
cratic administration coming in in less 
than four months, he finds it hardly 
worth while to plan to return to Japan 
for a few weeks only.

The same applies to the Albani­ 
an question; hence th** unanimous and 
disinterested efforts of the powers will 
undoubtedly bring forth a satisfactory 
solution. 


Constantinople. Nov. 12.—There has 
been fighting in the neighborhood of 
the Dardanelle s forts. The num ber of 
the enemy and its nationality is not 
known. 
The enemy advanced against 
the forts and was met by a force which 
issued from the fortifications. 
The 
Turks repulsed the invaders. 


Constantinople, Not. 12.—There are 
today 14,000 persons sick and wound­ 
ed in the capital. 
There are 18,000 
refugees w ho fled here before the ad­ 
vance of the Bulgarian army, and 
among them smallpox is breaking out.

neither Austrian nor an Italian. 


london, Nov. 12.—All the chancel­ 
lories of Europe have been set astir by 
new** that 
Servia has come to the 
Adriatic. 
It means that within a very 
short time the diplomats who hitherto 
have stood as far aloof as they dared 
from the Balkan outbreak must now 
decide just the part that Europe is to 
play in the struggle between the al­ 
lies and the Turks. 
For Servian troops have marched 
across a country over which Austria 
has ever kept an eager eye. 
Her in­ 
terests in Albania have always been 
very intense, and between Belgrade 
and Vienna there are constant ex­ 
changes of diplomatic messages in an 
attempt on both sides to find out how 
the other stands. 


Diplomatic Negotiations. 


From the tone of Austria’s news­ 
papers It now* seems as though Austria 
w*ould insist upon the integrity of Al­ 
bania, unrestricted facilities for access 
to the eastern markets and free trans­ 
it for commerce to Salonika. 
Austria 
will in all probability insist upon the 
protection of her interests by creation 
of loftil relations with Servia. 
At Belgrade the Austrian minister. 
Baron Von Ugson A bran f a1 va. had a 
long conf* rence with the Servian pre­ 
mier. At Buda Pest. Dr. Daneff, presi­ 
dent of the Bulgarian chamber of dep­ 
uties. is consulting with Vust ian dip­ 
lomats. 
He has conferred with the 
German ambassador at Vienna and 
with Fount Von Berchtold. and it is 
believed that Dr. Daneff. who comer 
directly from an audience with Kin; 
Peter of Servia. is the bearer of im­ 
portant proposals in regard to Ser- 
via’s claims. 
If this is so Austria has 
now* what she has waited for before 
declaring herself. 


A Significant Movement 


That Austria regard? th** Servians 
advance to the Adriatic as most seri­ 
ous is evidenced from the report that 
uh© had dispatched a steam er to Dur- 
azzo on the sea. whither the Serbs 
are apparently aiming, for the purpose 
of taking off the Austrian residents in 
that town. 
The general sentiment throughout 
the chancellories seems to be that 
pressure exerted af Vienna. Belgrade 
and St. Petersburg will prevent any 
such thing a^ a general w ar arising 
from the fact that Servia has come 
for a seaport to the Adriatic.

As the result of a settlement by 


agreement in the Shelby circuit court

Thomas Cartmel, of near 


Waldron, will be paid one thousand 
dollars by the Indianapolis & Cin- 
cinnati Traction Company because of 
the death of his parents, Samuel A. 
and Mary Cartmel, who were killed 
by the Greensburg Express in Wal- 
dron Sunday morning, January 21, 
1910, the accident occurring while 
the couple were on their way to 
church, according to the Shelbyville 
Democrat. 
The compromise 
came 


when the case was called for trial in 
which Mr. Cartmel was asking dam- 
ages of .$10,000 for me" death of his 
father. By the compromise the com- 
pany pays all costs. 


Mr. Cartmel had sued for $10,000 


for the death of his mother and the 
jury that heard the ease some time 
ago returned a verdict in his favor 
for $700. but the defendant had ta- 
ken an appeal to the appellate court. 
As the result of the compromise Mon- 
day the appeal has been withdrawn. 


The accident was one of the most 


terrible of the kind that has 
ever 


occured in Waldron. which has been 
the scene of many similar ones at 
the crossing of the Big Four and the 
traction lines. 
The point where Mr. 


and Mrs. Cartmel met death has he- 
roine known as the fatal crossing of 
Waldron. 


They were wealthy and very promi- 


nent citizens and their death not only 
shocked the town but stirred it to no-

GIGANTIC GERMAN AEROPLANE 


Kaiser's Subjects Are Striving to Win 


Air Supremacy. 


Enormous aeroplanes of over sixtj 


feet wing spread are now being buill 
for German military use. These mon- 
ster aercplanes are being created in 
the effort of Germany to capture from 
France the supremacy of tlie air. 


In the field of dirigible airships the 


Germans are already uncontested mas- 
ters. 
They possess twenty-six great 


air craft of tbe lighter than air sort, 
totaling a gas bag capacity of over 
250.000 cubic yards. The French, pos- 
sessing the next strongest dirigible 
fleet, can muster only eleven of these 
craft, with 75.000 cubic yards total ca- 
pacity. 


The present object of tbe German 


aeronauts is to outstrip their neigh- 
bors BI the more important field of 
aeroplaning. The French have a long 
start. 
Years of practice have given 


them n corns of aviators that their ri- 
vals cannot yet approach m skillful 
mano'ivpring. 


The force of German military avia- 


tors, however, now equals that of the 
French in numbers, with 100 trained 
pilots as against a like cumber of 
French pilots. In France the keenest 
interest is taken by tbe press and pub- 
lic in maintaining air supremacy, and 
a crusade is being carried on for in- 
creased efforts by tbe army and gov- 
ernment.

ical Examination of School 


Children Compulsory. 


NOT AT THIS TIME AT LEAST 


Eventually it Will be Adopted Gen- 


erally All Over Indiana- 


Teachers Must Help. 


"Conditions are such that at the 


present time it would not be advis- 
able to make school medical inspec- 
tion for children compulsory," de- 
clares Ernest Welborn, assistant to 
Charles A. Greathouse, state super- 
intendent of public instruction, in a 
resume of the school medical exam- 
ination situation in Indiana. 
The 


paper, written by Jlr. Welborn. Dr. 
W. F. King;, assistant secretary of 
the state board of health and sev- 
eral school officials of the state, will 
appear as a part of the biennial re-, 
port of Mr. Greathouse. 


"There are places where nothing, 


could be accomplished," the writer 
continues. "On the other hand there 
is every reason to believe that medi- 
cal inspection will be adopted very 
generally all over the state. What 
we have done thus far is important, 
not so much from the standpoint of 
the present as from that of tha fu- 
ture. 


"It represents the first manifesta- 


tions of the power of an idea that 
will, as its importance is impressed 
on the people, lead to model school 
it-ill inspection. 
the school nurse, 


open air schools and indeed, of what- 
ever methods society finds to be vnl- 
ufible to supply the necessary phy- 
sical basis for mental devclopemcnt." 


The paper deals exhaustively with 


Hie Indiana statute on the subject, 
passed at the 1011 session of the 
legislature. 


"We have a tentative medical in- 


spection law in Indiana, but this is 
merely a beginning," says Dr. King. 
"Laws arc essential, but laws are 
not automatic. 
Until 
the expert 


medical inspector is made an essen- 
tial part of (he machinery of every 
administrative 
school 
unit, 
the 


teacher must meet the need. 
The 


teacher may not know the difference 
between a myopic and a liyperme- 
tropic eye. 
but she should 
know 


when a child is struggling with de- 
fective eyesight. 


"She may not know what is an 


adenoid, even if she can pronounce 
the word but she should be able to 
recogni/.c a month breather and ap- 
preciate the present and remote ef- 
fects upon the child's physical wel- 
fare. She should know when, a child 


sick and should rigorously ex- 


clude all such from school. In oth- 
er words the teacher must recognize 
that the whole child goes to school.

were not employed. 
All superin- 


tendents, who answered Mr. Great- 
houso, 
expressed 
themselves 
as 


heartily in favor of the medical in- 
spection. 


Thirty-one cities sent in reports to 


the state official and more than one- 
half of them have more or less com- 
plete medical inspection. 
At Bre- 


men a report has come in of 225 pu- 
pils examined.

that number 


twenty-three had perfect teeth and 
105 permanent teeth 
were 
found 


that were beyond help.

APPRAISAL OF PULITZER 


ESTATE IS NEAR $20,000,000 


Publisher'* Newspaper* Form Less 


Than One-third of It. 


The official appraisal of the estate of 


Joseph Pulitzer, who died on Oct. 29, 
1911, 
will fix a total value of Mr. 


Pulitzer's estate between $18,000,000 
and $20,000,000. 
This is $10,000,000 


less than the figures announced at the 
time bis will was made public. 


Mr. Pulitzer's newspaper property, 


the New York World, the Evening 
World and the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
represent somewhat less than one-third 
of the total in the figures. The official 
appraisal has not yet been able to fix 
the value of the properties and is wait- 
Ing for further expert evidence before 
fixing a final figure. Some difficulty 
has been experienced in getting news- 
paper owners and managers to qualify 
as experts in this valuation. 


Melville E. Stone, general manager 


of the Associated Press, has been the 
principal witness on the question of 
determining a just method of estimat- 
ing the good will of a newspaper. He 
is understood to have testified that 
average earnings over a period of 
years, capitalized at 15 per cent, | 
furnish a fair basis for assessing the | 
good will of an established newspaper. 


Mr. Pulitzer held in New York state 


the stock cf the Pulitzer Publishing 
company, which owns the Post-Dis- 
patch, and the value of that paper will 
figure in the appraisal. Outside of the 
Pulitzer building in New York and his 
home, he held little New York realty. 
His country places at Bar Harbor and 
Jekyl island are not taxable in New 
York state. 


Listed in the estate for appraisal are 


a great number of stocks and bonds 
held by Mr. Pulitzer for investment 
purposes. 
They aggregate an unex- 


pectedly large part of his estate. 


One of the interesting questions 


which is known to be a cause for delay 
in filing the appraisal "is whether or 
not Mr. Pulitzer's yacht; the Liberty, 
aboard which he died, is taxable in 
New York state as a part of his estate. 
Attorneys for the estate have contend- 
ed that the yacht is "tangible property 
outside the state," and hence not tax- 
able. 


Other questions delaying the comple- 


tion of tUe appraisal are whether or 
not the bequest of §75,000 for a statue 
and memorial to Thomas Jefferson 
and $50,000 for a fountain in Central 
park are taxable. The official apprais- 
er is reported to be inclined to allow 
these items to be untaxed because of 
their public nature, although repre- 
sentatives of the state tax department 
insist that they are not included under 
any head of exemption in the inherit- 
ance tax law.

DYNAMITER'S HORRID STORY

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Chief Witness For the Government In 


Big Trial in Progress at Indianapolis 
Gave in Detail His Operations as a 
Dynamiter, Culminating in His and 
the McNamaras' Arrest, His Confes- 
sion and Resultant Indictments. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 12. — Ortie E. 


HcManigal, the self-confessed dyna- 
miter, told a dramatic story on the 
witness 
stand in the 
dynamiting 


cases, and it was listened to with rapt 
attention by judge, jury, attorneys and 
the largest crowd of spectators that 
has yet visited the courtroom. 


The witness gave in detail his op- 


erations as a dynamiter, culminating 
In the arrest of himself and the Me- 
Namara brothers, McManigal's confes- 
sion and the indictment of the men 
now on trial. 


The witness began his story with an 


account of his first use of nitro-glycer- 
ine, which was on the Mt. Vernon, 111., 
job. The explosion was set oft with 
clocks and batteries. He told of sev- 
eral trips to the addition to the car 
works in Mt. Vernon being put up by 
the McClintic-Marshall Construction 
company. He told of planting two In- 
fernal machines in the yards, one at 
a hoisting engine and the other at a 
locomotive crane. 
Both explosions 


were well planned and very effective, 
the crane and the engine both being 
practically destroyed. 
Hockin came' 


to him in Chicago later and told him 
he had blown up the wrong job—one 
at Mt. Vernon, Ind., and not at Mt 
Vemon, 111. The witness insisted that 
he had blown up the right "jobs," as. 
he had heard the explosions. Hockin. 
according to McManigal, said they had 
heard nothing about any explosion at 
Mt. Vernon, 111., and he refused to pay 
him for that work. 


While witness was in charge follow- 


ing the Mt. Vernon job, he said J. B. 
McNamara came to his house and told 
him about dynamiting the Utah hotel 
In Salt Lake city, and showed him a 
Salt Lake city newspaper containing 
an account of the explosion. 


"I came near knocking. Brigham 


Young off the statue," McManigal says 
McNamara told him. 


In June, 1910, said McManigal. he 


received a telegram from Hockin di- 
recting him to go to Cincinnati. He 
went, he said, and there met Hockin. 
and J. B. McNamara. 


"I've got a job for you fellows at 


Cleveland," the dynamiter said Hockin 
told them. "It is the Dennlson-Har- 
vard viaduct, McClintic & Marshall are 
putting up." McManigal said McNa- 
mara told him also he had some work 
for them at Pittsburg and some at De- 
troit. 
John J. McNamara, witness 


said, asked him to go over to Cleve- 
land and follow Hockin's directions, 
also to go on to Detroit. 


June 19, 1910, said McManigal, he 


and J. B. McNamara left Indianapolis 
for Cleveland, carrying the twelve 
quarts of explosive. Arriving there, 
he said, they put up at the Kennard 
hotel, under the names of J. B. Bryce 
and Peter Miller. 
Sunday afternoon 


they went out to the Dennison-Har- 
vard viaduct, following directions that 
J. B. had given. 


The next forenoon they took their 


nitro-glycerine from the hotel and bur- 
ied it not far from the Dennison-Har- 
vard job. That afternoon they met 
Hockin in the public square at Cleve- 
land, according to previous arrange- 
ments. 
Hockin then told him that 


they were arranging a Fourth of July 
celebration for Detroit. 


After making an attack on the Den- 


nison-Harvard viaduct on June 22, J. 
B.-and McManigal went to Detroit In 
some way it got noised about that 
"something was about to happen." and 
the Detroit job was postponed. On 
his return to Toledo he said Hockin 
paid him J100 for the Dennison-Har- 
vard job. The union official, he said, 
then sent him to Pittsburg and vicin- 
ity to look up several jobs, meeting 
him there July 1. McManigal's testi- 
mony is being continued today.

Christian church is a step in the right 
direction which should be commended 
by all people who desire to see Kush- 
ville made a better and cleaner city. 


Many church people of Rushville 


have long since 
advocated such a 


step but the congregations have never 
considered it a wise plan until the 
Christian congregation took the stand 
that it has. There is little doubt but 
what there 
is plenty 
of room in 


Rushville for just this kind of labor 
—the kind of Christianity that counts 
right along with 
foreign missions 


and spiritual uplift. 


There are men in Rushville who for 


many years have dreamed of a social 
worker in Kushville. It has always 
been advocated that 
the 
churches 


should join hjjjids in this advanced 
.step, and that no church should at- 
tempt it alone. It has been .suggest- 
ed time and again that the congre- 
gations might employ a skilled social 
worker and pay her salary propor- 
tionately according to the size of the 
congregation. • 


The time of a pastor is so occupied 


that he has few hours during the 
week to devote to actual work among 
the people who never see inside his 
church, lie has the sick of his own 
congregation to call on, marriage*, 
to perform, sermons to prepare, fun- 
erals at which lie has to preach and 
numerous other pastoral duties. 


There is little doubt but what there 


is need of such a work in Rushville. 
even though it is a very small city. 
The revolting 
conditions 
in some 


homes that were brought to li«ht in 
the recent juvenile court investiga- 
tion under the direction of Special 
Judge John A. Titsworth served to 
awake many Rushville church mem- 
bers to things as they actually ex- 
ist. 


There were-bared to light of day 


facts in that investigation 
which 


many people did not realize. It was 
found that families of eight or ten 
lived in one house under the most 
unsanitary conditions. As a case in 
point, it is recalled that in one fam- 
ily, from whence came one of the 
girls who was responsible for the in- 
vestigation, there were eight children. 
The oldest boy was all but dead.with 
tuberculosis. 
He lived in 
a little 


cranjpetl-up room, wholly devoid of 
sunshine, and younger children slept 
in the same room with him without a 
waft of fresh air for them to breath 
during the night. 


It was found that the boy inher- 


ited the physical weakness 
that 


nearly always results in the invasion 
of the dreaded white plague. 
Many 


of his relatives had died from the 
same affliction. 
And condition were 


ripe for all the rest of the family to 
pass away with the same disease 
nnd possibly transmit it to others. 


Here the social worker could do a 


•wonderful good. 
She might try to 


teach the mother of such a household 
some of the elements of cleanliness. 


She might cause her to understand 
that with cleanliness always comes 
good health, and that it is a good 
road to Godliness. 


Other things, equally'as revolting. 


There are mothers in 
Rushville who pay no more attention 
as to the habits and the places their 
daughters frequent thai] most people 
do to their dog or cat. It was found

| clean, Christian woman could do a 
wonderful work.

gate the MiiiEs Giraes diamond Gelds. 
They told District Attorney Whitman 
and their friends how unprofitable the 
diamond fields of that republic are. 


Altogether it is believed that be- 


tween $6.000.000 and $8,000,000 has 
been poured into the ancient diamond 
fields of Brazil in the last twelve years 
by investors. England easily has bee a 
first with its promotions and compa- 
nies that have come to naught or are 
coming to that condition, while the 
United States and Canada are about 
even.

Constantinople. Nov. 12.—There has

The enemy advanced against 
the forts and was met by a force which 
issued from the fortifications.

Turks repulsed the invaders. 


Constantinople, Nov. 12.—There are 


today 14,000 persons sick and.-wound- 
ed in the capital. There are 18,000 
refugees who fled here before the ad- 
vance of the Bulgarian army, and 
among them smallpox is breaking out 


London, Nov. 12.—All the chancel- 


lories of Europe have been set astir by 
news that 
Servia has come to the 


Adriatic. It means that within a very 
short time the diplomats who hitherto 
have stood as far aloof as they dared 
from the Balkan outbreak must now 
decide just the part that Europe is to 
play in the struggle between the al- 
lies and the Turks. 


For Servian troops have marched 


across a country over which Austria 
has ever kept an eager eye. Her in- 
terests in Albania have always been 
very intense, and between Belgrade 
and Vienna there are constant ex- 
changes of diplomatic messages in an 
attempt on both sides to find out hov.- 
the other stands. 


Diplomatic Negotiations. 


From the tone of Austria's news- 


papers it now seems as though Austria 
would insist upon the integrity of Al- 
bania, unrestricted facilities for access 
to the eastern markets and free trans- 
It for commerce to Salonika. Austria 
will in all probability insist upon the 
protection of her interests by creation 
of local relations with Servia. 


At Belgrade the Austrian minister. 


Baron Von Ugson Abranfalva. had a 
long conference with the Servian pre- 
mier. At Huda Pest. Dr. Daneff. presi- 
dent of the Bulgarian chamber of dep- 
uties, is consulting with Austrian dip- 
lomats. 
He has conferred with the 


German ambassador at Vienna and 
with Count Von Berchtold. and it ie 
believed that Dr. Daneff. who comes 
directly from an audience with King 
Peter of Servia, is the bearer of im- 
portant proposals in regard to Ser- 
via's claims. If this Is so Austria has 
now what she has waited for before 
declaring herself. 
, . 
.., 


A Significant Movement. 


That Austria regards'the Servians' 


advance to the Adriatic as most seri- 
ous is evidenced from the report that 
she had dispatched a steamer to Dur- 
azzo on the sea, whither the Serbs 
are apparently aiming, for the purpose 
of-taking off the Austrian residents in 
that town. 


The general sentiment throughout 


the chancellories seems to lie that 
pressure exerted at Vienna. Belgrade 
and St. Petersburg will prevent any 
such thing as a general war arising 
from the fact that Servia has come 
for a seaport to the Adriatic. 


Schrank Faces Court. 


Milwaukee. Wis.. Nov. 12.—John 


Schrank was brought to trial in mu- 
nicipal court today for attempting to 
kill Colonel Theodore Roosevelt in 
Milwaukee on the night of Oct. 14. 
The trial, it is expected, will not last 
more than three or four days.
